Both these inquiries came to a 
conclusion that Netaji died in a plane crash on the 
18th August, 1946. This matter was also raised in 

I Parliament when the then Prime Minister, Shrl 
Morarji Desai, made a statement closing the issue. 

The issue it appears is sought to be kept a live. through 
Parliament Questions and stray communications like the 
present one. This may be ignored;
